This  inventory  of  Switzerland  County  records  constitutes  a 
part  of  a  general  guide  to  the  county  archives  of  Indiana.  It 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Historical  Records  Survey  of  this  abate 
operating  as  .a  separate  project  under  the  Works  Progress  Adminis 
tratien.  1417728 

Tho  survey  of  abate  and  local  historical  records  in  Indiana 
was  instituted  on  February  19,  1936,  as  part  of  a  nation-wide 
undertaking  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans. 
Samuel  J.  Kagan,  state  archivist  of  the  Indiana  History  and 
Archives  Division  of  the  State  Library  was  assigned  to  lead 
the  project  as  State  Director.     In  the  beginning  the  Survey 
was  closely  associated  with  the  Yfriters 1  Project.     On  September 
23,  1936,  the  Historical  Re cords  Survey  was  nominally  as  well 
as  factually  made  vhe^  independent    of  the  Writers'  Project. 
In  general,  it  has  from  its  very  inception  acted  as  a  separate 
and  independent  unit  of  Federal  Project  Ho.  1. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  survey  of  county  records  in 
Indiana  have  been  to  furnish  the  officials  of  the  local,  state, 
and  national  governments,  students  >of  history,  lawyers  and 
genealogists,  and  the  general  citizenry  interested  in  one  county 
records,  with  a  convenient  tool  for  use  in  consulting  them. 
It  is  the  object  of  the  Survey  to  make  the  valuable  source 
materials  -chat  are  to  be  found  in  the  Indiana  courthouses  and 
other  public  buildings,  available  and  more  accessible  to  those 
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who  may  be  need  of  them.     It  is  our  hope  that  the  information 
contained  in  this  inventory  will  arouce  greater  interest  in 
state  and  local  historical  records  and  will  encourage  officials 
to  continue  the  improvement  of  methods  for  the  preservation  and 
safekeeping  of  these  records. 

The  field  work  of  the  survey  of  Switzerland  County  was  begun 
on  June  18,  1936,  under  the  district  supervison  of  Urs.  Carmon  . 
Whitcher,  later  succeeded  by  Elizabeth  Howe.    The  field  workers 
were  Virgil  Wiley  of  Rushville;  William  Holliday,  of  Osgood;

^here  are  ninety-two  counties  in  Indiana.    When  the  survey 
of  county  archives  is  completed  a  separate  volume  is  to  be 
devoted  to  each  county  inventory  in  the  state.  Switzerland 
County  is  Ho.  78. 

I'he  inventory  proper  is  preceded  by  a  number  of  introductory 
sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events 
forming  the  background  and  basis  6T  the  records.     The  entries 
for  the  recoru  series  are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering 
for  the  county.     The  bureaus  are  arranged  in  functional  order:

A  guide  to  county  and  township  records  in  Indiana  has  long 
boen  noeded  by  iboth  local  officials  and  tho  general  public.  The 
Historical  Records  Survey,  a  project  of  the  Works  Progress 
Administration,  is  the  first  attempt  to  supply  this  need.

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PART  A.     SWITZERLAND  COUiiTY  AID  ITS  RECORDS  SYSTEM 
1.     HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Switzerland  County,  situated  in  the  extreme  southeast  comer 
of  the  state,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Chio  County,  on  the  east 
and  south  by  the  Ohio  River,  and  on  the  west  by  Jefferson  County. 
It  has  an  area  of  222  square  miles . 

The  topography  of  Switzerland  County  is  varied,     -hose  portions 
adjacent  to  the  Ohio  River,  and  to  some  extent  to  the  other  streams 
in  the  county,  are  for  the  most  part  level.    Farther  back  from  the 
river  lie  rugged,  hilly  lands  and  broken  areas;  beyond  these  are 
stretches  of  wet  flats  and  semi-marshes.    Log  Lick,  Bryants', 
Grants',  and  Indian  Creeks — all  small  streams  end  all  flowing  into 
the  Ohio  River— or  ovide  sufficient  drainage  for  the  county.  On 
their  way  to  the  Ohio  these  streams  have  cut  gorges,  often  550  feet 
in  depth,  through  the  soft  rock. 

A  brief  picture  of  the  relationship  of  Indiana  to  the 
history  of  the  bnited  States  as  a  whole  begins  with  the  landing  and 
settlement  of  the  English  at  Jamestown  in  1607.     The  next  year  the 
French  founded  Quebec  and  began  a  series  of  explorations  to  the  v;est 
and  south  that  eventually  carried  LaSalle  to  the  mouth  of  the  llissis- 
sippi  River.     On  April  9,  16G2,  he  claimed  the  entire  river  valley — 
the  American  Middle  "'est — in  the  name  of  France ,  and  named  it 
Louisiana  after  his  King.    French  trading  posts  had  been  established 
in  Indiana  by  1719  on  the  present  sites  of  Fort  ..ayne,  Lafayette, 
and  Vincennes.     Rivalry  between  the  French  and  English,  who  had  also 
pushed  into  this  territory,  over  the  valuable  fur  trade  precipitated 
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tho  French  and  Indian  War.     By  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  February  10, 
1763,  this  conflict  was  settled  and  France  ceded  Louisiana  to 
Britain.     Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution, 
General  George  Rogers  Clark  captured  Kaskaskia  and  Yincennes  from 
the  English,  and  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Valleys  fell  into  the 
hands  of  Virginia.     In  1784  Virginia  ceded  this  vast  empire  to 
the  United  States  Government,  and  three  years  later  the  wrdinar.ce 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  Horthwest  Territory  was 
passed  by  Congress.     Knox  ^ounty,  comprising  all  of  Indiana  and 
parts  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  1llinois,  and  Wisconsin,  was  created  in 
1790.     In  1800  Indiana  Territory  was  organized,  and  in  1G1S 
Indiana  was  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  state. 

In  addition  to  France,  England,  Virginia,  and  the  United 
States,  several  Indian  tribes  claimed  the  area  within  the  limits 
of  Switzerland  County;  and  the  united  States  Goverment,  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  policy  of  purchasing  all  land  in  the  state  held 
by  the  Indians,  acquired  this  area  by  two  treaties  of  cession. 
The  greater  part  of  the  county  was  coded  to  the  Government  by  the 
Delaware s,  Hiamir>,  and  other  tribes  by  the  Treaty  of  Greenville, 
Ohio,  signed  on  August  2,  17S5.     The  remaining  portion  of  the 
county  was  included  in  a  treaty  signed  at  Harrison  house  on 
August  21,  1805,  by  the  Delaware s,  Lliami,     VTeas,  Potowatomi,  and 
the  Government  Commissioners . 

The  first  permanent  white  settler  in  the  area  comprising 
Switzerland  County  was  Ibathcoat  Picket  who  built  a  cabin  near 
Plum  Creek  in  1795.     (Some  authorities  state  that  he  settled  in 
the  county  as  early  as  1790.)    Later  on,  he  became  well  known,  as 
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a  flat-boat  pilot,  and  is  credited  with  making  over  twenty  trips 
down  the  river  to  New  Orleans  and  returning  on  Toot.     In  1798 
William  Cotton  and  the  Dickason  family  settled  on  Indian  Creek, 
a  few  miles  "back  from  the  Ohio  River ;  and  Robert  Drake,  John 
Raye,  and  a  man  named  Llaguire  built  cabins  on  Plum  Creek  about 
the  sane  time.     The  next  year  Robert  Gullion  settled  on  a  tract 
in  the  Ohio  River  bottom  above  the  mouth  of  Log  ^ick  Creek* 
Louis  Jones,  a  native  of  Virginia,  settled  on  the  bank  of  Bryants' 
Creek  in  1300. 

Tho  Dufour  family  and  their  associates,  emigrants  and  vine 
dressers  from  Switzerland,  took  a  leading  part  in  the  early  settle- 
ment and  development  of  the  county.     They  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1801  and  on  May  1st  of  the  following  year,  Congress,  on  the 
petition  of  John  Jones  Dufour,  granted  them  four  sections  of  land. 
They  chose  land  along  the  Ohio  River,  naming  the  little  settlement 
that  grew  up  Hew  Switzerland.     Here  the  culture  of  the  grape  and 
the  making  of  wine  were  introduced  into  the  United  States. 

Switzerland  County  was  formed  by  the  Territorial  Legislature 
on  September  7,  1314,  out  of  lands  previously  attached  to  Dearborn 
and  Jefferson  Counties.     The  legal  boundaries  of  the  county  as  de- 
fined  in  the  act  were:     "Beginning  at  a  point  between  fractional 
sections  number  twenty  two  and  twenty  seven  on  the  Ohio  river,  in 
town  three  range  one,  west,  thence  due  west  with  said  sectional  line 
to  the  old  Indian  boundary,  thence  nearly  north  running  with  said 
boundary  to  the  north  east  corner  of  section  thirteen,  town  six, 
range  twelve  in  the  new  purchase,  thence  due  north  with  said  section 
line  to  the  north  east  corner  of  town  six,  range  twelve,  thence 
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west  with  the  lino  dividing  town  six,  range  twelve,  and  bov/n 
seven,  and  i-ange  tv,rclvo  to  the  sectional  lino,  dividing  sec- 
tions fivo  and  four,  in  town  six,  range  twelve,  in  the  new  pur- 
chase, thence  south  with  said  sectional  line,  to  the  Ohio  river, 
at  a.  point  "between  fractional  sections  number  twenty  and  twenty 
one,  about  one  mile  below  the  old  Indian  boundary,  in  town  three 
range  twelve  in  the  new  purchase,  thence  vdth  the  meanders  of  the 
Ohio  river  and  up  the  same  to  the  place  of  beginning."  (1) 

On  December  31,  1821,  a  portion  of  Switzerland  County  was 
attached  to  Eipley  County.  (2) 

The  first  officials  of  the  newly  formed  county  were  appointed 
by  the  Territorial  Governor,  Thomas  Posey.    William  Cotton  and 
Janes  UcClure  were  associate  judges  of  the  circuit  court;  John 
Francis  Siebenthal  was  sheriff;  Ralph  Cotton,  coroner;  Elisha 
Golay,  surveyor;  and  the  offices  of  both  cleric  and  recorder  were 
filled  by  John  Francis  Dufour. 

The  associate  judges  of  the  circuit  court — at  this  time  having 
jurisdiction  which  later  on  passed  to  the  county  commissioners — met 
'for  the  first  time  on  October  28,  1814,  at  the  home  of  Robert  IU 
Trotter  in  Vevay.     The  commissioners  appointed  to  create  the  county 
seat  had  chosen  the  town  of  Vevay  and  filed  their  report  with  the 
court.     Since  Elisha  Golay,  who  had  been  appointed  surveyor,  refuse 
to  accept,  the  court  recommended  that  John  Gilliland  be  appointed 
in  his  stead.     The  county  was  also  divided  into  two  townships.  At 
present  there  are  six  townships  in  Switzerland  County:  Cotton, 
Craig,  Jefferson,  Pleasant,  Posey,  and  York.    Since  many  of  the 
early  and  leading  settlers  were  natives  of  Switzerland,  the  county 
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was  named  for  that  country. 

The  first  term  of  circuit  court  was  held  in  October,  1824, 
with  Elijah  Sparks  as  presiding  judge  of  the  circuit. 

Tho  first  courthouse  in  Switzerland  County  was  built  in 
1315-16  and  was  of  brick  construction.     This  structure  was  used 
until  1864,  when  the  present  three-story,  stone  courthouse  was 
completed. 

The  population  of  Switzerland  County  has  steadily  decreased. 
In  1890  the  census  showed  over  12,000  people  living  in  the  county; 
in  1950  the  figure  had  dropped  to  less  than  9,000,  of  which  ,Z% 
wore  classified  as  foreign  born  whites  and  .Z%  were  Ilegroes. 
Yevay  is  the  only  city  in  the  county,  and  its  population  has  de- 
clined slightly.     The  incorporated  towns — Mo  ore  fie  Id --and  Patroit-have 
also'  decreased ' in* size. 

Agriculture  is  by  far  the  most  important  occupation  in 
Switzerland  County.     The  principal  crops  are  tobacco,  hay,  corn, 
and  wheat,  with  the  largest  acreage  in  corn  and  wheat.     The  grow- 
ing of  alfalfa  and  the  cultivation  of  soy  beans  are  becoming  in- 
creasingly important.     Dairy  cattle  and  sheep  are  raised  extensive- 
ly, but  hogs  are  not  important  in  the  agricultural  economy  of  the 
county. 

There  are  no  manufacturing  concerns  in  the  county  at  present. 
Formerly,  some  industry  was  located  in  Yevay,  but  due  to  lack  of 
transportation  facilities  and  for  other  reasons  it  soon  proved 
unprofitable.

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2.    GOVERNMENTAL  ORGA1TIZATI01J  AHD  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

Switzerland  County,  with  its  county  coat  at  Vevay,  is  a 
subdivision  of  tho  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative , 
judicial,  and  political  purposes.     It  is  a  creature  of  the 
general  assembly  and  possesses  only  such  powers  of  local 
rove rime nt  as  arc  conferred  by  acts  of  the  general  assembly  or 
are  incident  and  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof. 
Created  by  the  state,  the  county  is  subject  to  legislative- 
control  at  any  time  and  its  powers  may  be  amplified  or  diminished 
without  its  consent. 

Switzerland  County  was  organized  by  an  act  of  the  general 
assembly,  effective  October  1,  1814.  l/    The  present  government, 
as  it  functions  today,  is  the  result  of  its  dovcloprient  under  the 
original  Constitution  of  1316,  the  present  Constitution  adopted 
in  1351  and  as  since  amended,  and  more  than  a  century  of 
legislative  action. 

The  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from 

England  and  the  American  Colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana 

brought  their  customs  and  laws.     Its  beginnings  in  Indiana  are 

found  in  the  laws  of  the  Ilorthwest  Territory,  which  recognized 

the  counties  already  established,  and  provided  for  courts  and 

administrative  officers,  as  follows:    General  court  of  quarter 

J 

sessions  of  the  peace,  county  court  of  common  pleas,  2j  court 
of  probate,  Zj  commissioners,  4/  sheriff,  5/  coroner,  Qj 
recorder,  ij  treasurer,  Zj  and  circuit  court.  9/   These  officers 
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wore  appointed  by  either  the  Governor  or  the  general  court  of 
quarter  so as ions. 

The  laws  of  Indiana  Territory  provided  for  additional 
offices:     Surveyor,  established  in  1802;  10/  assessor,  established 
in  1305,  11/  abolished  in  1811;  12/  prosecuting  attorney, 
established  in  1810;  13/  and  county  agent,  established  in  1813  to 
convey  and  receive  conveyances  of  public  lands.  14:/    In  1803  a  new 
county  tax  levy  law  repealed  the  act  of  1795  providing  for  the 
appointment  of      commissioners  and  their  powers  devolved  upon  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions.  15/    In  1805  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  was  abolished  and  its  duties  transferred  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas.  1C/    An  act  of  December  31,  1813  abolished  the 
court  of  common  pleas  and  the  old  circuit  court  and  transferred 
all  matters  in  its  jurisdiction  to  the  new  circuit  court,  consisting 
of  a  president  judge  and,  from  the  county,  three  associate  judges,  17/ 
and  the  associate  judges  were  authorized  to  transact  all  county 
business.  18/    In  1804  the  office  of  treasurer  was  abolished  and  his 
duties  transferred  to  the  sheriff.  19/    It  was  reestablished  in 
1311  20/  and  again  abolished  in  1313  and  the  sheriff  acted  as  the 
treasurer.  21/ 

In  the  year  1816,  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union  and  the 
constitution  of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  comity 
of  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  22/  recorder,  25/  sheriff,  and 
coroner,  24/   All  territorial  laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution,  continued  in  force  until  they  expired  or  were 
repealed.  25/ 
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The  general  assembly.,  in  1017,  established  the  board  of 
commissioners,  to  transact  county  business,  consisting  of  throe 
members,  oloctcd  by  the  voters  of  the  county;  26/  provided  for 
a  treasurer,  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners;  27/  and  in 
1215  a  surveyor,  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor  of  the 
state.  28/ 

In  1824,  the  board  of  comraissioners  was  abolished,  and  its 
functions  conferred  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county, 
who  constituted  the  board  for  doing  county  business,  29/  until  the 
board  of  commissioners  was  reestablished  in  1831.  50/ 

Upon  its  organisation  in  1314,  the  government  of  Switzerland 
County  followed  the  form  outlined  above.     In  1831  the  general 
assembly  made  the  surveyor  an  appointee  of  the  board  of 
commissioners,  31/  and  established  the  offices  of  prosecuting 
attorney  ZZy  and  school  commissioner.,  the  latter  a  financial 
agent  in  control  Of  school  lands  and  funds.  35/    Further  increases 
in  the  number  of  county  agencies  were  made  in  1841  with  the  addition 
auditor,  34/  assessor,  55/  appraiser,  5C/  and  a  board  of  review, 
composed  of  trie  board  of  commissioners,  .auditor,  and  assessor,  to 
review  tax  assessments.  57/    Also  in  1341,  the  treasurer  became 
an  elective  officer.  55/    This  system  remained  the  administrative 
system  of  Switzerland  County  until  the  Constitution  of  1351. 

As  the  state  rrcv;,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Constitution  of  1816,  but  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  did  not 
succeed  until  1850,  when  a  constitutional  convention  was  called 
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which  framed  a  new  constitution.  39/    This  constitution  v;as 
submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  state  and  adoptod  in 
1051,  proclaimed  by  the  Governor  to  be  effective  on  ITovember  1, 
1351,  and  with  amendments,  remains  the  Constitution  of 
Jndinna.  40/ 

The  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  the 
adoption  of  the  new  constitution  enacted  a  general  code  known 
as  the  kevised  Statutes  of  1352, and  with  certain  exceptions,  41/ 
repealed  all  previous  lav;s,  thereby  abolishing  the  assessor  and 
school  commissioner,  substituting  the  appraiser  for  the  assessor 
in  the  board  of  review,  and  dividing  the  duties  of  the  school 
commissioner  between  the  auditor  and  the  treasurer.  42/ 

Each  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and 
has  an  individual  governmental  organization.    Although  the 
Constitution  of  1351  forbids  special  legislation,  do /  and  the 
general  outline  of  the  organisation  of  county  government  remains 
the  same,  the  general  assembly  has  provided  the  necessary 
variations  to  take  care  of  local  needs  and  conditions  in  the 
several  counties.    -These  variations  lie  chiefly  in  the  number  of 
officers  and  courts  provided  for  counties  within  classifications 
based  upon  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot 
bo  governed  .by  the  same  number  of  officers.    Each  county  has  the 
constitutional  officers,  but  the  statutory  officers  vary  in 
number,  powers  ,  and  duties.     The  latter  officers  may  be 
compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  thoy  may  be  optional  and  therefore 
established  in  only  a  few  instances;  others  are  authorised  in 
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only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  the  class  may  inclv  2 
only  one  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in  having 
a  dual  system  of  county  governing  boards,  ^4/  since  the  establishment 
in  each  county  of  a  county  council  in  1809.  45/    iach  county  is 
governed    by  a  board  of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.  The 
duties  of  these  agencies,  with  technical  distinction,  are  enumerated 
in  their  proper  places  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  pre  cent  century  a  tendency  toward 
centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  state  authorities  has 
taken  from  county  officials  many  of  their  powers  and  duties  and 
has  greatly  lessoned  the  scope  of  those  remaining.     ~n  older  fields 
of  finance,  roads,  and  education,  the  state's  supervision  has 
greatly  increased,  and  the  creation  of  newer  state  departments 
such  as  police,  food  and  fire  inspection,  and  public  welfare, 
has  caused  heavy  removal  of  local  responsibility  and  control. 

Present  Administration  of  Switzerland  County 

The  Constitution  of  1851  reorganized  the  governmental 
structure,  enlarging  the  number  of  constitutional  officers  to  be 
elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  as  follows:  48/ 

Cleric  of  the  circuit  court,  who  keeps  all  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  and  business  of  the  circuit  court,  servos  ex  officio 
as  registration  officer  and  member  of  the  county  election  boards, 
and  also  performs  certain  duties  of  administrative  character. 

Recorder,  who  makes  and  preserves  a  public  record  of  all 
legal  documents,  both  official  and  privato,  as  may  bo  proscribed 
by  law. 
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Choriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peace,  servos  summons, 
and  executes  ordors  of  the  circuit  court  and  county  boards. 

Coroner,  who  holds  inquests  in  all  casos  of  death  by 
violence  or  accidont  or  of  suspicious  circumstances. 

Treasurer,  who  receives  and  disburses  all  county  moneys  in- 
cluding the  collection  of  taxes,  and  is  ox  officio  a  member  of  the 
board  of  review. 

Auditor,  who  is  the  financial  agent  of  the  county  and  compiles 
the  county  budget  estimates,  prepares  the  tax  duplicates,  and 
servos  as  clerk  and  member  of  sevoral  county  boards. 

•  Surve;/or,  who  has  charge  of  all  surveying  and  civil  engineerinr 
work  of  the  county,  including  the  maintenance  of  drainage  systems. 

The  constitution  empowers  the  general  assembly  to  provide  for 
the  election  or  appointment  of  such  other  officers  as  ma:/  become 
necessary,  48/  and  to  confer  on  boards  doing  county  business  powers 
of  a  local,  administrative  character.  49/    Under  this  authority  the 
general  assembly  has  from  time  to  time  established  the  following 
statutory  officers  and  boards : 

Board  of  commissioners,  the  leading  governing  body  of  the 
county,  often  called  the  "county  board",  reestablished  in  1552. 
It  consists  of  three  members  elected  for  terms  of  three  years. 
The  board  furnishes  and  maintains  county  buildings  and  grounds, 
administers  the  financial  transactions  of  the  county,  and  is 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  county  highways.  50/ 

County  council,  another  governing  body  created  in  1899  51/ 
to  control  the  finances  of  county  government.     This  council  consists 
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of  seven  members,  elected  for  terras  of  four  years.  The 
council  has  power  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes 
and  for  all  purposes  v/here  the  rate  is  not  fizzed  "by  law  and  is 
roquirod  to  be  uniform  throughout  the  county,  and  to  adopt  the 
county  budgot,  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations  from 
the  county  treasury,  and  the  ezzclusive  power  to  authorise  the 
borrowing  of  money  and  the  issuing  of  bonds.  52/ 

Superintendent  of  schools,  1875,  55/  who  has  general 
superintendence  of  all  schools  of  the  county  outside  of 
incorporated  cities  and  towns .  54/    Elected  by  the  township 
trustees,  55/  he  is  e:c  officio  a  member  and  president  of  the 
county  board  of  education.  50/ 

Board  of  education,  in  1875,  57/  consisting,  since  an 
amendment  of  1877,  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  township 
trustees,  and  the  chairman  of  school  trustees  of  each  city  and 
town  of  the  county.    The  board  is  charged  with  the  maintenance 
of  the  schools  and  school  property,  and  purchases  school  supplies. 

Health  commissioner,  in  1509,  appointed  by  the  board  of  commis 
,    ioners  to  enforce  the  health  laws .  59/ 

Assessor,  in  1831,  CO/  who  oversees  the  assessment  of  real  and 
personal  property,  61/  and  appraises  estates  for  inheritance  taxes, 
ho  is  olected  by  the  voters  of  the  county,  63/  and  is  czz  officio  a 
member  and  president  of  the  board  of  review.  G •!■  / 

Board  of  review,  in  1391,  whose  members  are  the  assessor, 
auditor,  and  treasurer,  55/  and,  by  an  amendment  of  1913,  two 
freeholders  of  opposite  political  parties,  appointed  by  the  Judge 
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of  the  circuit  court.  36/    This  board  cqualizcc  tax  assessments 
as  botv.reon  townships  or  other  taxing  units  and  between  individual 
property  owners.  67/ 

Board  of  finance,  in  1907,  consisting  of  the  board  of 
coramis si oners,  with  the  auditor  as  secretary.  06/    This  board  has 
the  custody  of  county  funds  and  selects  the  depositories.  69/  • 

Agricultural  agent,  in  1913,  who,  under  the  supervision  of 
Purdue  University,  conducts  farmers'  institutes  and  other  move- 
meats  for  the  advancement  of  agriculture  and  country  iilte.    — e  is 
appointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of 
Purdue  University,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board 
known  as  the  county  agricultural  agent  board.  70/ 

Highway  supervisor,  in  1953,  who  supervises,  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  all  county  highways.     The  board  of  commissioners  make>i 
the  appointment  and  may  appoint  the  surveyor  as  highway  supervisor.  71/ 
The  board  of  commissioners  of  Switzerland  County  has  appointed  an 
extra  off icor  as  highway  supervisor. 

Board  of  tax  adjustment,  1932,  consisting  of  seven  members  72/ 
who,  by  an  amendment  of  1937,  are:     One  member  of  the  county 
council,  chosen  by  the  council;  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city  in 
the  county  or  any  public  official  of  any  city  in  the  county, 
a'  pointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city  of  the  county;  or.c 
mcmbor  of  the  county  board  of  education,  selected  by  such  board; 
and  four  freeholders  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court. 
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The  board  examines  the  tax  levy  and  the  corresponding  items  of 
the  budget,  and  adjusts  the  tax  rate  so  that  it  shall  not  exceed, 
in  any  municipal  corporation  the  total  tax  rate  proscribed  by 
law.  73/ 

School  fund  board,  in  1935,  consisting  of  three  members — 
tho  auditor  ana  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,   .::  officio,  and 
one  member  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.  The 
board  approves  all  loans  from  the  common  school  and  the  congressional 
township  school  funds.  74/ 

Department  of  public  welfare,  in.  1333,  75/  comprising  the 
board  of  public  welfare,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  and  the  director  of  public  welfare, 
appointed  by  the  board.  70/    The  department  administers  the 
provisions  and  benefits  of  the  public  welfare  act.  77/ 

Registration  officer,  in  1035,  who  is  the  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  ex  officio,    ho  conducts  tho  registration  of 
voters.  73/ 

Board  of  election  commissioners,  in  1889,  cone  is  tin:;  of  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him,  of 
opposite  political  parties.     The  board  prepares,  prints,  and 
distributes  ballots  for  general  elections.  73/ 

Board  of  canvassers,  in  1905,  consisting  of  the  election 
commissioners.  80/    The  board  canvasses,  tabulates,  and  compiles 
the  election  returns  of  the  county  31/ 
candidates  elected.  32/ 
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Board  of  primary  election  Qoipiis.sionors,  in  1915, 
consisting  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  two  persons 
appointed  by  him,  of  opposite  political  parties.     The  beard 
prepares,  prints,  and  distributes  ballots  for  primary 
elections.  85/ 

Judicial 

The  judicial  system  of  Switzerland  Count--,  as  of  other 
Indiana  counties,  is  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and 
subsequent  acts  of  the  general  assembly.    The  constitution 
authorized  and  directed  that  the  state  be  divided  into  judicial 
circuits.  04/    Jefferson  and  Sv/itzcrland  Counties  constitute  the 
fifth  circuit,  established  in  1001.  35/    Previously,  it  was  part 
of  a  judicial  circuit  to  which  adjoining  counties  were  attached. 
The  constitution  further  provides  for  the  election  of  a  judge  3G/ 
and  a  prosecuting  attorney  for  the  circuit,  ZlJ  and  a  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court.  88/    The  Jef forson-Cwitscrland  Circuit  Court  has 
original  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  criminal,  civil, 
probate,  and  juvenile,  except  where  exclusive  or  concurrent 
jurisdiction  is  conferred  by  lav;  upon  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  is  conferred  by  lav;,     it  also  has 
jurisdiction  of  all  other  causes,  matters,  and  proceedings  where 
exclusive  jurisdiction  thereof  is  not  conferred  by  lav;  upon  some 
other  court  or  office.  30/ 
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Re.c.ords  System, 

Tho  records  of  Switzerland  County  began  with  its  creation 
in  1814.    The  establishment  of  each  of  the  count;/  offices  and 
bureaus  inaugurated  their  records  which  were  kept  in  such  fashion 
as  the  incumbents  saw  fit,  following  in  the  main  the  directions 
of  the  general  assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each  respective 
office.     In  i909,  the  general  assembly  established  the  state 
board  of  accounts,  which  formulates,  prescribes,  and  installs 
systems  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for  every 
public  office  of  the  same  class.  DO/    Under  this  lav;  some  of  the 
records  were  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  end 
overlapping.     The  board  also  permits  tho  use  of  bound  loose-leaf 
records  in  almost  all  cases  where  the  records  are  typed.  The 
quality  of  the  paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and  rebinding 
practices  are  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  commissioners, 
c:ccopt  that  a  good  quality  is  required. 

'.The  never  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the 
records  of  any  office,  it  is  the  duty  of t the  board  of  commissioner 
to  issue  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and 
transcribe  the  records.  91/ 

In  event  of  tho  loss  or  destruction,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of 
any  of  the  county  records,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  send 
a  certified  list  of  such  records  furnished  by  the  state  to  the 
Governor,  who  shall  replace  then,  and  such  records  compiled  in  the 
county  shall  be  restored,  if  possible,  from  original  documents  by 
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the  proper  officer. ■    If  possible,  ncv.r  records  shall  be  made  by 
evidence  taken  from  parties  having  knowledge  of  the  facts 
concerned,    by  either  tho  proper  officer  or  a  commissioner  appointed 
by  the  board  of  commissioners  for  that  purpose.  92/ 


In  1925  a  lav;  was  passed  permitting  county  officials, 
at  their  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  archives  division  of  the 
state  library  for  permanent  preservation,  any  official  books, 
records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  or  printed 
books  and  material  not  in  curront  use  in  their  offices.  95/  This 
law  is  optional  and  has  been  ineffectual.     County  officials  are 
loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  in  use  and  in 
spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  anticipating  a  possible  call  for 
them.     Consequently,  they  have  only  occasionally  availed  them- 
selves of  this  provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their  old 
records . 

The  recorder  and  other  county  officers,  by  an  act  of  1927, 
are  authorized  to  record  deeds,  mortgages,  and  other  instruments 
by  any  approved  photographic  procoss  adopted  by  the  board  of 
commissioners .  04/ 


In  1937,  the  general  assembly  authorized  the  director  of  the

II.    COUNTY  CODICIL 

In  1329  the  legislature  created  "The  Switzerland  County  Council". 
This  council  consists  of  seven  members  v;ho  are  elected  for  terns  of 
four  years  and  must  he  qualified  voters  and  resident  freeholders  of 
the  county*     One  member  is  elected  from  each  of  four  councilmanic 
districts  by  the  voters  of  the  district,  and  three  members  are  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  county  at  large.  2/    The  council  elects  its 
president  from  its  membership,  and  the  auditor  serves  as  clerk.  3/ 
The  sheriff  is  required  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  council.  4/ 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  council  is  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  I.'onday  of  September  for  the  purposes  of 
fixing  the  tax  rate,  imposing  the  tax  levy,  and  making  appropriations, 
and  continues  from  day  to  day  until  its  business  is  completed* 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of  the 
members.  5/   All  sessions  must  be  public.  C/    Although  a  majority 
of  the  council  constitutes  a  quorum,  tho  passage  of  ordinances 
requires  a  majority  of  all  members,  7/  and  extraordinary  majorities 
are  required  by  lav;  in  certain  instances:    A  three-fourths  vote  to 
increase  or  insert  an  item  in  the  budget  estimates  submitted  by  the 
county  agencies  through  the  auditor;  3/  a  tv/o-thirds  vote  of  ail 
members  to  make  additional  appropriations  at  special  meetings.  9/ 

The  power  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes  and  for  all 
purposes  vaioro  it  is  not  fixed  by  lav;  and  is  rcquirod  to  bo  uniform 
throughout  the  county,  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  council,  likov/iso 
tho  pov;or  of  making  appropriation  of  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
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county  treasury.  10/    The  council  passes  on  all  budget  estimates 
submitted  by  county  officials  11/  and  makes  emergency  appropriations 

The  council  has  exclusive  power  to  authorize  the  borrovdng  of 
money  for  the  county  and  the  issuing  of  bonds.  13/    Ho  sale  or 
purchase  by  the  county  of  real  estate  of  the  value  of  §1,000  or 
more  can  be  made  without  authorization  by  the  council.  14/

III.     CLERK  OF  THE  CIRCUIT  COURT 


The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  commonly  referred  to  as 
"county  clerk",  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four- 
year  term.    No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  for  more  than  eight  years  in  any  twelve-year  peri- 
od,    l/    The  clerk  is  required  to  give  bond  in  the  amount  fixed 
by  the  board  of  commissioners.  2/ 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  clerk  of 
the  circuit  court  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816.  3/ 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  is  required  to  draw  up  a  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  daily,  4/  to  administer  all 
oaths,  5/  and  to  receive  payments  for  all  judgments  of  record  in 
his  office.  6/ 

In  addition  to  his  court  duties,  numerous  other  duties  are 
imposed  upon  the  clerk  by  statute.    He  serves  ex  officio  as 
registration  officer  for  the  county  7J  and  as  a  member  and  clerk 
of  the  county  election  boards,  8/ 

Other  important  duties  of  the  clerk  are  the  issuance  of 
marriage  licenses;  9/  professional  licenses,  such  as  physicians', 
dentists',  11/  and  optometrists';  12/  hunting,  trapping,  and  fish- 
ing licenses;  13/  and  business  licenses,  such  as  poultry  deal- 
ers' 14/  and  junk  dealers'.  15/    He  approves,  files,  and  keeps  a 
record  of  the  bonds  of  county  and  township  officers,  unless  other

execution  dockets;  order  and  final  record  books;  a  complete  rec- 
ord of  all  causes  involving  title  to  land  including  a  lis  pendens 
record,  of  all  criminal  causes  for  felony,  and  of  all  other  cases 
upon  request;  19/  a  cash  book;  20/  and  a  fee  register.  21/  He 
records  certificates  of  firms  and  partnerships  doing  "business 
under  any  name,  designation,  or  title  other  than  the  real  names 
of  their  members.

IV.  RECORDER 

The  recorder  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  four- 
year  term*    No  person  is  eligible  to  hold  the  office  of  recorder 
for  more  than  eight  years  in  any  twelve-year  period.    The  recorder 
is  required  to  post  bond  in  the  amount  of  four  thousand  dollars.  l/ 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1051,  the  office  of  recorder  was 
established  at  the  organization  of  Switzerland  County  in  1814,  under 
the  authority  of  an  Indiana  Territorial  Act  and  later  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1818  which  provided  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  recorder  in  any  new  county  formed.  2/ 

The  title  of  this  officer  describes  his  functions — to  make  and 
preserve  a  public  record  of  legal  documents  which  by  law  he  is  bound 
to  record,  for  both  county  officials  and  private  persons.  3/  Of 
the  many  kinds  of  instruments  recorded  the  more  important  are: 
Deeds  and  mortgages;  4/  chattel  mortgages;  5/  satisfactions,  cancel- 
ations, and  assignments  of  any  kind;  6/  releases;  TJ  mechanic's 
liens;        leases;  9/  articles  of  incorporation;  10/  certificates 
of  admission  for  foreign  corporations  to  do  business  in  Indiana;  li/ 
cemetery  deeds;  12/  and  articles  of  cemetery  associations,  lo/  he 
also  registers  farm  names.

The  forms  and  methods  to  be  used  by  the  recorder  are  described 
in  detail  in  the  statutes.    lie  keeps  an  entry  boo]:  in  which  he 
enters,  as  filed,  all  instruments  delivered  to  him  for  recording, 
noting  day  and  hour  received,  which  time  is  the  legal  date  of  re- 
cording. 15/    In  addition  to  the  records  enumerated  above,  he  i:e?ps 
a  fee  book  and  a  cashbook,  and  enters  therein,  as  received,  all 
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money  received  in  his  office.  16/    He  is  required  to  index  his 
records,  both  in  each  volume  and  in  complete  or  general  indexes.  17/

V.    CIRCUIT  COURT 

The  circuit  court,  established  by  the  Constitution  of  1851, 
consists  of  one  judge  and  is  vested  with  such  jurisdiction  as  is 
prescribed  by  law.    The  judge  is  elected  by  the  votcrc  of  the 
circuit  for  a  six-year  term,  l/    The  fifth  circuit  since  1D01  has 
comprised  Jefferson  and  Switzerland  Counties,  and  the  court  is 
styled  "Jefferson-Switzerland  Circuit  Courts"  2/ 

Vihen  Switzerland  County  was  organized  in  1814,  its  various 
parts  were,  for  judicial  purposes,  attached  to  the  counties  from 
which  they  had  been  taken.  0/    Under  the  authority  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1831,  the  court  consisted  of 
a  president  judge  and  two  associate  judges.  4/ 

From  1829  to  1852,  probate  matters  were  under  the  original  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  a  probate  court.  5/    From  1853  to  1S73 
probate  matters  and  certain  other  criminal  and  civil  cases  were  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  common  pleas.  6/    '.'.hen  this  court 
was  abolished  In  1873,  all  jurisdiction  was  transferred  to  the 
circuit  court.

The  circuit  court  has  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  at  lav/  and  equity  whatsoever,  criminal  cases,  actions  for 
divorce,  and  settlement  of  decedents'  estates  and  guardianships, 
except  as  exclusive  or  concurrent  jurisdiction  is  conferred  by  law 
upon  justices  of  the  peace.  8/    It  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
all  matters  relating  to  children.     In  hearing  such  cases,  it  sits 
as  the  juvenile  court.  0/    It  has  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  is 
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conferred  by  lftwi    It  also  has  jurisdiction  of  all  other  causes, 
matters,  and  proceedings,  where  exclusive  jurisdiction  thereof  is 
not  conferred  upon  some  other  court,  "board,  or  officer.  10/ 

The  court  has  power  to  make  all  proper  judgments,  sentences, 
decrees,  orders,  and  injunctions;  to  issue  all  process;  ll/  and 
to  adopt  rules  for  conducting  its  business.  12/    The  order  of 
business  is,  in  precedence,  as  follows:    Probate  cases,  criminal 
cases,  and  civil  cases.  13/ 

The  chief  officers  of  the  court  are  the  sheriff,  the  prosecuting 
attorney,  and  the  cleric  of  the  circuit  court.     The  sheriff  attends 
upon  the  court  and  serves  all  process  directed  to  him  therefrom.  14/ 
The  prosecuting  attorney  prosecutes  the  pleas  of  the  stats  in  the 
court.  15/    The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  draws  up  each  day's 
proceedings  at  full  length  in  the  proper  order  book  which  is  signed 
by  the  circuit  judge.  16/    All  causes  are  filed  and  entered  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and  numbered  in  consecutive 
ordor  as  filed.  17/    The  clerk  is  also  charged  by  statute  with  the 
duty  of  keeping  and  preserving  the  official  records  of  the  court.  18/

All  probate  causes  of  Switzerland  County  are  under  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  Jefferson-Switzerland  Circuit  Court.    This  court 
has  had  this  jurisdiction  since  the  court  of  common  Ipleas  was 
abolished  in  1873. 

The  probate  court  of  Switzerland  County  was  established  under 
a  law  of  1829,  which  placer!  probate  matters  in  a  separate  court, 
consisting  of  one  judge,  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county  for  a 
term  of  seven  years.     It  had  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
matters  relating  to  probate  of  wills;  granting  letters  of  administration; 
settlement  of  decedents'  estates;  appointment  of  guardians  for  minors 
and  persons  of  unsound  mind;  and  approval  of  bonds  of  guardians, 
administrators,  and  executors,  l/ 

In  1852  the  legislature  abolished  the  probate  court  2/  and 
created  the  "Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Switzerland  County".  3/ 
The  court  of  common  pleas  had  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
probate  causes,  except  in  special  cases  where  concurrent  jurisdiction 
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was  given  to  the  circuit  court  or  to  some  other  court.  4/ 

Tho  legislature  in  1873  abolished  the  court  of  common  pleas  and 
transferred  its  jurisdiction  to  the  circuit  court,  5/  and  all  the

Tho  assessor  is  a  statutory  officer,  oloctcd  for  a  four- 
year  tarm.    Ho  must  "bo  a  continuous  residont  freeholder  of 
Sw5 tzorlend  County  for  not  less  then  four  years  prior  to  the  date 
of  his  election,  and  post  a  five  thousand  dollar  bond,  with  "bviro  or 
more  good  freehold  sureties  approved  by  the  auditor,  who  also 
administers  the  oath  of  office,    ^is  work  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners,  and  ho  may  be  removed 
by  that  board,  after  a  hearing,  for  incompetency,  neglect  of  duty, 
or  misconduct  in  office,  l/ 

The  legislature  in  1841  created  the  county  offices  of

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&SS3S3  any  omitted  property  which  ho  discovers  at  any  -rime  of  the 
year;  to  instruct  and  advise  the  township  assessors;  to  report  to 
the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  any  delinquencies  of  township 
assessors;  9/  to  set  a  value  upon  intangibles  for  taxes;  10 / and 
to  appraise  estates  for  inhoritanoe  taxes«  JLl/  ao  is  ex-officio 
member  and  president  of  the  Switzerland  County  ^Gc.rd  of  Keview,  12/ 

The  assessor  is  required  to  return  to  the  a\t<3itor  '-11  town- 
ship  assessors'  books,  returns,,  lists,  schedules,  and  other  papers

The  "board  of  review  of  Switzerland  County,  established,  under 
an  act  of  1891  l/  and  subsequent  amendments,  reviews  assessments 
and  equlaizes  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property*  Its 
members  are  the  assessor,  auditor,  and  treasurer,  ex  officio,  and 
t^o  freeholders  <5f  our>osite  pol5.t5.cal  parties,  appointed  annually 
by  the  Judge  of  the  circuit  court.    The  assessor  is  president  and 
the  auditor  is  seoretary.  2/ 

Prior  to  1891,  there  was  a  county  board  of  equalization,  con- 
sisting of  the  board  of  commissioners  and  certain  other  members— 
in  1841,  the  auditor  and  the  assessor;  ?>/  in  1852,  the  auditor  and 
the  appraiser  or  appraisers;  4/  in  1872,  the  auditor  and  the 
assessor;  5/    and  in  1881,  four  freeholders  from  different  parts 
of  the  county,  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  courts  6/  In 
1891  the  board  of  review  was  created,  consisting  of  the  assessor, 
auditor,  arid' treasurer;  in  1895  two  freeholders  were  added  to 
the  board;  7/  and  the  act  of  1919  requires  the  two  freeholders  to 
be  of  opposite  political  parties. 

The  board  of  review  holds  an  annual  meeting  beginning  on  the 
first  Monday  of  June.  A  majority  constitutes  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  may  decide  any  question.  At  the  meet- 
ing the  auditor  submits  for  examination  the  assessment  list  of  the 
county  returned  by  the  township  assessors,  and  the  county  assessor 
reports  all  corrections  end  changes  which  in  his  judgment  ought  to 
be  made,  which  the  board  considers  and  acts  upon,  and  it  may,  upon 
its  own  motion,  add  omitted  property.  8/ 
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xho  board  adjusts  inequalities  in  the  valuation  of  particular 
traots  or  lots,  9/    hoars  complaints  of  owners  of  personal  property 
corrects  errors  in  the  description  and  Assessment,  and  passes 
upon  each  valuation  in  the  township  assessors'  lists*  10/  It 
assesses  the  capital  stock  and  franchises  of  corporations  in  the 
county,  except  those  assessed  by  the  state  board  of  tax  commissions 
such  as  railroad,  telephone,  and  telegraph  companies©  YsJ 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  inquire  as  to  the  valuation  of 
various  classes  of  r>roperty  in  the  town  shirks  or  any  taxing  unit, 
to  make  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  determine  the 
amount  "to  be  added  or  deducted  in  order  to  make  an  equitable 
equalization  of  valuation  throughout  the  county©    If  the  board

The  surveyor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  two-year 
term,  -without  restriction  on  reelection*  l/  He  mist  give  "bond  in  an 
amount  fixed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  not  less  than  five 
thousand  dollars.  2/ 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1351,  the  surveyor  was  a  statutory 
officer,  appointed  in  Switzerland  County,  by  the  Governor,  undor  the 
authority  of  an  act  of  1818,  3/  and  by  the  board  of  commissioners 
by  an  act  of  1831.  4/ 

The  surveyor  has  charge,  undor  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
commissioners,  of  all  surveying  and  civil  engineering  work  of  the 
county,  including  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for, 
and  supervision  of,  the  construction  of  all  bridges,  turnpikes, 
roads,  and  levees*  5/  He  supervises  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  all  ditches.  6/   He  also  has  charge  of  the  repair  and  maintenance 
of  county  highways,  7/  unless  the  board  of  commissioners  employ  a 
highway  supervisor.    The  board  of  commissioners  of  Switzerland  County 
has  employed  an  extra  officer  as  highway  supervisor,  as  permitted 
by  statute.  8/ 

For  private  parties,  the  surveyor  takes  acknowledgments  of 
mortgages  and  deeds  for  the  conveyance  of  real  estate*  9/  and*  upon 
request,  makes  surveys  and  establishes  lines  and  corners  of  lands.

The  agricultural  agent  of  Switzerland  County  is  appointed  by 
the  director  of  agricultural'  extension  service  of  Purdue  University 
subject  to  the  approval  of  a  state  board,  entitled  county 
agricultural  agent  board,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  1913, 
as  amended  in  1937.    **is  qualifications  are  prescribed  by  the 
board,  and  his  salary  is  paid  from  a  state  fund  through  Purdue 
University,  l/ 

The  office  of  county  agent,  commonly  called  agricultural  agent 
was  created  in  Switzerland  County  in  1921»    xhis  agent  r.ras 
appointed  annually  by  Purdue  University,  subject  to  approval  of 
the  state  and  county  boards  of  education,  upon  petition  by 
residents  of  the  county,    T]ie  state  paid  part  of  his  salary*  2/ 

The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision  of 
Purdue  University,  are  to  cooperate  with  farmers'  institutes, 
farmers'  clubs,  and  other  rural  and  civic  organizations;  to  conduct 
practical  farm  demonstrations,  boys*  and  girls'  clubs  and  coiatest 
work,  and  other  movements  for  the  advancement  of  agricultural  and 
country  life;  to  give  advice  to  farmers  on  practical  farm  problems; 
and  to  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  teachers  of  the 
county  in  giving  practical  education  in  agrioualture  and  domestic 
science.  3/
